Lennie Peters, the six year old daugh­ 
ter of Mr. aud Mrs. August Peters, of 
near Crothersville, was fearfully burned 
about three o ’clock Thursday afternoon 
from the effects of which she died a few 
hours later. 
The little girl, with five of her cous­ 
ins, were playing in a meadow from 
which the weeds and stubble w'ere being 
burned. 
William 
Young, 
who 
was 
watching the fire had warned the chil­ 
dren to keep away from the flames, tell­ 
ing them that their clothes might catch 
» 
fire and they might be seriously burned. 
It seems that the children heeded the 
warning for a short time, but finally re­ 
turned to the place where the weeds 
were burning. 
In some manner her clothing caught 
fire and in a few seconds she was ablaze. 
Mr. Young was working some distance 
from the place where the accident oc­ 
curred and as soon as he noticed that 
the g ir l’s dress was afire hastened to 
her. 
The little girl ran towards her 
home, and did not wait for Mr. Young, 
who could have reacher her in time to 
prevent her from being seriously burned 
had she remained 
When she ran it 
seemed that the wind increased the in­ 
tensity of the flames and when Mr. 
Young caught up with her he realized 
that she was severely injured. 
He 
fought desperately to extinguish the 
blaze and finally succeeded in smother­ 
ing the fire out. 
He carried the child to her home a 
short distance away, and a physician 
immediately called. 
As soon as tho 
physician examined the ch ild ’s injur­ 
ies, be informed her parents th a t hor 
condition was critical and her recovery 
was doubtful.

The State placed witnesses upon the 
stand to show that Garfield then went to 
the barn and returned with a pistol 
witch which he killed his brother.

The joint committee representing the 
members of the Order of Railway Con­ 
ductors and the Brotherhood of Rail­ 
way Trainmen which met with C. C. F. 
Bent, general manager of the B. & O. 
S-W. yesterday failed to reach any 
agreement concerning the construction 
of a new wage scale and working con­ 
ditions, 4 The standstill in the negotia­ 
tions was occasioned by the failure of 
the genera] manager and the committee 
to agree on certain section of the new' 
schedule which was signed recently by 
the committee representing the train­ 
men employed on the Baltimore and 
Ohio division. 
Becolme of the failure to come to an 
agreement on construction of the clause 
in the proposed new schedule the men 
appealed to President Willard, who tele­ 
graphed that he would be represented 
by John G. Wahler, general manager of 
the B. & O. division. 
It is believed that 
the committee will meet in Cincinnati 
again today. 
According to th** alleged construction 
placed on the clause in the proposed 
new schedule, General Manager Bent, 
the joint committee says, would have it 
mean th a t passenger trainmen employ­ 
ed by the B. & t). S-W. will get less for 
the same service than the trainmen em­ 
ployed by the B. & O. 
Under the new 
schedule recently operative on the B. & 
O., conductors receive 2 68-100 cents per 
mile for hauls into Parkersburg from

There’s 
lots of work for every one.”

D iv o r c e H e r e a ml in C a n a d a . 
The divorce history of Canada, when 
compared with the records shown iii 
the recent reports 
of 
the 
United 
States investigations, is almost incon­ 
ceivable. 
Outside the ‘maritime prov­ 
inces, three in number, and the prov­ 
ince of British Columbia, which con­ 
tain approximately 1,325,000 inhabit­ 
ants, the only divorce granting power 
for Canadians is the Dominion Parlia­ 
ment at Ottawa. 
For the last ten years the absolute 
divorces granted by Parliament have 
been as follows: 1900, 5; 1901, 2; 1903, 
2; 1904, 6; 1905, 9; 1906, 14; 1907, 6; 
1908, 8; 1909, 16. 
In the four prov­ 
inces w-here local divorce courts exist 
the proportion has been but little more 
and the local divorces granted add lit­ 
tle to the general total. 
The significance of these figures is 
appreciable only when contrasted with 
the records recently made public in the 
United States. 
There 
w-ere 
66.000 
American divorces granted in 1906, and 
the records of the American govern­ 
ment estimate that one in each twelve 
marriages results in divorce. 


Living cost has advanced consistent­ 
ly upward during the recent years. 
Efforts to learn 
why prices have in­ 
creased have not been very satisfac­ 
torily answered. 
The farmer has in­ 
sisted that he is not to blame, 
the 
butcher has blamed the packer, and 
the latter has completed the circuit by 
shifting the responsibility to the agri­ 
culturist, and the prices of foodstuffs 
have continued to soar. 
it may not 
help the American pocketbook any to 
know that the increase in the cost of 
living is not confined to any particular 
subdivision, but it may contribute a 
mite to the food for reflection to learn 
something of the situation in other 
parts of the world. 
So widespread has been the demand 
for information concerning the present 
value of foodstuffs here and abroad 
that .many of the United States consuls 
and consular agents have 
been 
*e- 
quested to investigate and report con­ 
cerning prices of foodstuffs. 
In gen­ 
eral it appears that food prices abroad, 
and in cities where the wage rate is 
much lower than in this country, are 
as high as they are here. 
The re­ 
ports 
indicate that the prices have 
been increased principally because the 
supply has not kept pace with the de­ 
mand and not owing to any combina­ 
tion for the purpose of increasing the 
rates on the various articles. 
In Hamburg, Germany, the average 
price of sirloin steak is 34% cents a 
pound, the latest quotation on tender­ 
loin 
being 43% cents. 
Veal chops 
bring 32% cents, while leg of veal is 
quoted at 30 cents. 
Pork ranges in 
price from 18 to 33 cents; mutton from 
19 to 30 cents and ham from 19 to 51 
cents, the latter being the price for a 
fine grade of the sliced article. 
These 
prices are furnished by a first class 
dealer, whose prices are neither the 
highest nor the lowest, but there ifs 
slight variation between 
dealers in 
fashionable 
and 
unfashionable, 
the 
chances being that the superior cuts 
of meats will be found in the shops 
where 
the 
highest 
prices 
prevail. 
Fro.m Hanover, which is considered an 
inexpensive city in w-hich to live, the 
following prices 
are 
quoted: 
Be«jf 
and veal, 20% cents; pork and mutton, 
19; smoked 
ham, 35; 
bacon, 22%; 
wheat flour, 4%; rye flour, 3%; wheat 
bread, 5%; rye bread, 3; coffee, me­ 
dium Java, roasted, 39%; table butter, 
37; 
milk, per quart, 4%; 
eggs, per 
dozen, 40. 
On the basis of income, the German, 
in comparative 
occupation with the 
American worker, should not pay more 
than 50 per cent of the prices he now 
pays for his food, but as a .matter of 
fact he pays as much as the people 
here, excepting milk, 
potatoes 
and 
other vegetables. 
Consul 
Robert J. 
Thomson accounts for ability to live 
under such conditions to the fact that 
the German housekeeper is rigidly eco­ 
nomical and would be able to maintain 
her table and exist fairly well on the 
waste of many American families of 
similar position in life. 
So high is 


food cost that an effort is being made 
to 
counteract 
the 
shortage 
which 
causes it, largely because fanners are 
m oving to industrial centers, by em ­ 
ploying wonton in agriculture. 
It is 
said that fully 3,000,000 German wom­ 
en 
are operating farms or w orking 
thereon. 
Germany has been able to 
keep its supply of foodstuffs to the 
m axim um figures by intensive farming, 
the em ploym ent of m illions of female 
hands, m any of the workers com ing 
from Poland, Bohem ia and Lithuania. 


In London the retail prices are not 
greatly different from those prevalent 
in Chicago, says a writer in the Rec- 
ord-Herald. 
Here is a random list, 
with the prices 
given 
in American 
money. 
The quotations are from good 
shops, not the highest priced, nor are 
the prices for inferior provisions in 
any instance. 
Bacon, ll to 28 cents; 
beef, 18 to 26; bread, tw-o-pound loaf, 
6; 
coffee, 24 to 44; 
eggs, 24 to 44; 
ham, uncooked, 20 to 28; ham, cooked, 
48 to 61; lamb cutlets, 36; lard, IO to 
18; milk, 8 ; mutton chops, 24 to 30; 
steak, 20 to 36; tea, 21 to 61; veal, 
24 to 32. 


T his list is a fair average one, and 
the prices appear to compare favor­ 
ably with those quoted in American 
cities during March. 
The high cost of 
living is as surely abroad in the Brit­ 
ish metropolis as it is in the bigger 
cities of this country. 
In Austria-Hungary the problem of 
living cost has become so serious that 
the chambers of commerce throughout 
the em pire are investigating. 
In illus­ 
tration of the advance in prices !s 
shown by this table, furnished by the 
.magistracy of Reichenberg.

put that shimmer of the very sky into a tremulous wing. 
The bluebird is 
more than musical— he is operatic, histrionic, nay, innocently bacchanalian 
in the prodigality of his ecstasy. He is more than a promise and a prophecy; 
he is the first fruit of itself which the spring azure has thrown down to 
the earth. 
Blackbirds Stay Close. 
None of the blackbirds go very far south. 
Brew-er’s blackbird is a 
native of our plains region, and winters all over Mexico, but cur common 
purple grackle and the cowbird stop in the Southern States. 
They all 
come up as the furrow opens, flitting from clod to clod, while they cluck as 
if they would urge the season on. 
When they reach or approach their sum­ 
mer homes all species may mount the tall treetops in great mixed flocks 
and sing in concert or discord, as the case may be; but on the whole the 
medley is one of the pleasantest of spring sounds. 
It may be jarred by the 
wheelbarrow screak of the cowbird, but tile suggestion of grazing cows and 
golden dandelions is even in that. 
More lowly is the passing of the bobolink, a branch of the same tribe. 
He is a bird of the fields and dead w-ecd stalks. 
As is well known, this is 
another bird that changes habit and form with change of habitat. 
Th© 
maljs now are again in splendid nuptial plumage, and manifest as they pass 
that contagious happiness so aptly described by Wilson Flagg Bryant and 
Irving. 
No other nation has such a bird. 
His melody is more delightfully 
instrumental than anything we have. 
It is the melody of the swan refined, 
reduced, etherealized, though it is so terrestrial. 
The different members of 
the wrens vary much among each other in their winter habitats. The North­ 
ern wren usually seems to think that he has gone far south if he goes from 
Minnesota to Missouri, though he may go as far as the gulf. 
The Carolina 
wren scarcely moves at all during the season, and may sing at any time. 
The Browrn Thrasher. 
The brown thrasher is now classed as of the wren forms, and not of the 
thrush forms. 
His arrival is always announced during the first bright hour 
after he comes. 
His journey is a musical one, and even in the Southern 
States, w'here he winters, his singing is frequent. 
He is a bird of the spring 
purely in the matter of song, but as a berry eater he stays with the crop, 
early and late. 
The charm of domesticity and appropriate timeliness is 
that of the phoebe. 
He comes at just the right hour and whistles at about 
the proper spot. 
Above the romping places in the haymow', under the cool 
arch of the “branch” culvert is not his last year’s cabin hanging still, and 
are not the years, away dow'n to the wee small ones, punctuated with the 
dip of his tail? 
In his combination of sibilance and giggle there is hinted 
everything which the boy expects the spring to bring, and to the man all 
that the years have brought. 
He and his tribe of flycatchers must go far 
enough south to find flying things the season through. 
Some of them go to 
Central America, while others may subsist in Florida and thereabout. 
The humming bird goes far south to visit the many other species of his 
tribe w’hich live permanently there. 
He can come north only with the open­ 
ing corrollas. 
He may be seen battling with the bumblebees on the edge of 
the gulf in early March, as each strove to get the first morning dip into 
the wistaria cups. 
All the swallow's winter south of the United States. 
Of 
course an occasional one stays nearer and drifts up ahead 
of his fellows, 
but he does not make the summer, as the proverb goes. 
No matter whence the bird comes to us, no matter whether we note his 
color or flight—even if he be merely like Tennyson’s lark, “a sightless song,” 
he may be our comfort; and the earlier he comes the better. 


It is this that we si-*-iilcl expect to get from the bird. 
As an economical 
asset, which we are trying to make of him now', he is a failure, and has al­ 
ways been— no matter whether his tribe be large or small. Our Agricultural 
Department reports that such and such per cents of his stomach contents 
are so and so, and, therefore, he is a great benefactor in the destruction ot 
insects and weed seeds. 
But he makes no impression on the quantity ot 
either, and eats as many helpful parasites as enemies ,and sows and grows 
more bad seed than he digests. 
Nobody is making the farmer believe that 
birds are bonanzas, for he is not a fool; and all creation and some other 
places are not going to be able to convince him that a crow that plucks corn 
by the root and rips it up in the mil%; that picks out the eyes of lambs and 
pigs, and lobs the hen that has “stole her nest,” is a benefactor, because, 
when the bird cannot do better, he digs out angle worms in the meadow- 
sod, and turns up a white grub occasionally, if it comes in his way. 
But 
this same farmer will rejoice if his w’ife has a geranium in her window; 
and through this form of sentiment is the only hope of saving such birds as 
are worth saving. 


Some F ly Far. 


The extent of a bird’s migration may vary greatly. 
Curiously many of 
those which nest farthest north may spend the winter farthest south. 
This 
characterizes the many plover forms. 
Some of these which deposit their 
eggs in a shallow scrape on the borders of Behring Sea in our summer may 
probe the mud of the swamps of Patagonia or even pass to Australasia in 
winter. 
More moderate is the killdeer and W ilson’s snipe, which may nest 
with us, rarely pass Bermuda, or at best Northern South America, while 
the woodcock often stays in our Southern States, and at times does not pass 
the swamps on our own State’s southern border. 
In their winter resorts most birds haunt the same sort of cover that 
they live in while at the North, but some, such as robins, change habits and 
food. 
These flock in hundreds, subsist on berries exclusively, and are wild 
I 
and suspicious in the South. 
Many remain with us of late years, but resort I 
to the woods and tangles. 
If we had sufficient w'inter berries all our robins I 
might stay with us the year round. 
For this reason there project into the I 
bird routes certain peninsulas or oases, where the conditions are detaining, I 
and here many tarry all the winter. 
Such are the dense thickets of our 
rivers. 


This staying is strikingly true of the bluebird; so much so in ceitain 
regions that of late he is losing the title of “harbinger of spring,” which 
Longfellow gave him; but with us of the highlands of the West his melody 
is w-hat Burroughs has called it— “the violet of sound’’—a phrase worthy 
of the bird—and the man. 
The meadow lark, however, is pressing him

Why a Dog 
I s 
Deserv ing of a Soul. 
Bv Camille Flainmo rio n. 
ORD BYRON having tried the wo rld and fo und it filled with lying, 
vanity and deceptio n, entertained a lo w idea o f human nature 
and ex alted the character o f the do g. 
Burns saw in the do g 
no t o nly a pro fesso r o f human mo rality but even a pro fesso r oB 
religio us mo rality, preaching by ex ample. 
“.Man,” said he, “is the do g’s go d. 
The animal kno ws no 
o ther and can co nceive no o ther. 
See ho w he wo rships, ho w 
he cro uches at his feet, ho w lo vingly he caresses him, ho w 
humbly he regards him, ho w jo yfully he o beys. 
His who le so ul centie> 
abo ut his go d; all his po wers, all the faculties o f his n ature are emplo yed in 
his service.” 
No matter ho w we lo o k at the intellectual faculties o f the do g, we are 
co mpelled to admit that they appro ach very nearly the po wers o f man, and 
that in certain cases, where affectio n, co urage and fidelity are required, these 
characteristics are mo re marked in the do g than in so me men. 
What shall be said o f a do g, who had his leg set by a surgeo n, and who 
bro ught to that same physician any o ther do g that he fo und suffering? 
Yet 
there are many well authenticated instances o f such actio n. 
The mo st striking illustratio ns o f the spiritual attachm en t o f do gs lie in 
the numero us instances o f their dying fo r so rro w. 
One o f the mo st in terest­ 
ing o f these is repo rted by M. Henri Giraud, President o f the» Civil Co urt at 
Nio rt. 
He repo rts the case o f a do g that, died o f grief fo r his dead master, 
as he knew by perso nal kno wledge. 
Ano ther authentic case is that o f the do g named Fino t, which belo nged to 
a yo ung artist named Charles Brencard. 
The artist was po o r, and the do g 
so ught his fo o d in the neighbo rho o d, but awaited his m aster’s return ho me 
each evening at 7 o ’clo ck. 
One night his m aster was seized with pleurisy and taken to the ho spital, 
where he died two days later. 
Fino t had fo llo wed his master to the do o r o f 
the ho spital, but sto pped there. 
He waited in the street all night. 
He 
waited fo r five days and nights in fro nt o f the ho spital, eatin g no thing and 
drinking in the gutter. 
On the six th day Fino t was fo und stretched o ut dead o n the pavement, 
perished fro m co ld and hunger. 
Has there ever been repo rted a case o f 
greater devo tio n o n the part o f a human being? 
But do gs have even go ne so far as to co mmit suicide, plainly fro m a sense 
o f disgrace, so metimes unmerited. 
We have the case o f a do g that threw 
itself into the canal Saint Martin at Paris, and did no t try to swim, because 
its master had punished it. 
In 19 08 no t far fro m the o bservato ry in Paris, 
a do g was seen to deliberately run in fro nt o f an o mnibus and thro w itselt 
ben eath the wheels—its mistress had died. 
Here was evidently no t o nly 
despair, but deliberate premeditatio n and determinatio n to end all. 
I wish, ho wever, to call the attentio n o f my readers especially to the 
do g's po wer o f smell. 
This seems to be its do minating sense. 
In man visio n 
is the leading sense, o r mo st o f o ur sciences are based upo n o ptical o bserva 
tio n. 
Even 
o ur passio ns are largely co ntro lled by this’ sense, lo ve especially. 
If the do g had the po wer o f classificatio n it wo uld give the first place 
to the sense o f smell. 
The do g do es no t kno w its master, its friend o r its 
en emy by sight, but by smell. 
The do g po ssesses faculties o f which we have 
little no tio n. 
A do g bro ught fro m Paris to Lo ndo n return s ho me, we kno w 
no t ho w. 
But that the do g is po ssessed o f a high o rder o f intelligence, that it 
lo ves and hates, that it is devo ted in a highly affectio nate degree, is past dis­ 
pute. 
We must reject as alto gether inadequate the statemen t o f Descartes 
that it is all 
auto matic. 
It is certain that in this wo rld o f o urs there are 
many human beings far mo re brutal, co arse, mo re wicked and 
less intelligent 
than many do gs. 
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The Valor of Ignorance. 
Bv Gen. Ho mer Lea. 
EITHER no w' no r in the future will internatio nal co nflicts be de- 
N 


termined by naval engagements. 
In so me instances naval vic­ 
to ries may pro duce co nditio ns that will tend to hasten the co n­ 
clusio n o f a war, but such a state o f natio nal weakness is pro b­ 
lematical. 
Only tho se who o verlo o k the n atural laws go vern­ 
ing internatio nal struggles fail to co mprehend that victo ry o r 
defeat is relative to the po wer o r weakness o f a natio n as a 
who le. 
To affect, to cripple, o r to - destro y a natio n in warfare can o nly be do ne 
by injuring to that degree its po wer o f go vernment, its reso urces, and its 
ability to defend itself against the enfo rcement o f ho stile demands. 
If the 
en tire German Navy were sunk in the No rth Sea, England co uld get no n ear­ 
er Berlin than she is to day, and the demands that she might then make upo n 
the German Empire co uld no mo re be enfo rced than at any time prio r to the 
destructio n o f that natio n's nav y . The multiplicity o f the arteries o f mo dern 
trade and interchange prevents the po ssibility o f blo ckade. 
If the entire American Navy sho uld suddenlv be destro yedI in 
sto rm o r 
war, it wo uld have no effect whatso ever upo n the go vernment o f the Rex >uh- 
lic , upo n its reso urces o r po wer. 
As all wars have been, so in the future will 
they be, determined by land warfare. 
Naval engagements, being remo te fro m a natio n, affect it o nly as a sin­ 
gle battle. 
The number o f men destro yed is, co mpared with the natio n, in­ 
significant. 
Neither the po litical co nstitutio n o f the co untry, no r means to 
wage war, no r the belligerent attitude o f the peo ple is affected. 
When a na­ 
tio n's navy*is destro yed it will then assume a land defence, and o nly subse­ 
quent to the defeat o f its armies, the passing o f its territo ry and reso urces 
into the hands o f an enemy, will it co nsider surrender. 
The navy is but a po rtio n o f the military fo rces o f a natidn, and tvas 
o riginally co mpo sed o f so ldiers. 
In recent years it has the appearance o f 
being a separate institutio n, but to co nsider it as such is to mistake the es­ 
sential characteristics o f warfare. 
A navy to day is mo re dependent upo n the 
land fo rces o f a natio n than hereto fo re. 
Navies are no t self-sustaining in any degree whatso ever. 
No thing that 
Is necessary fo r their maintenance can be go tten by them o ut o f the sea. 
The vast theatre o f war, where their campaigns are made and battles fo ught, 
is as barren as the desert. 
In co nsequence, naval bases are as necessary as 
fleets in every sea where natio ns have established o r ex pect to ex tend their 
suzerainty.—Harj>er’s Weekly.

mo vement o f things and peo ple is rapid, incessant, bewildering. 
There is a rushing tide in the streets, a nervo us tensio n in the 
___________

The American mo ves rapidly, but if yo u sho uld infer fro m this that he is 
always in a hurry, yo u wo uld make a mistake. 
His fundamental philo so phy 
is that yo u mo ist be quick so metimes if yo u do no t wish to be hurried al­ 
ways. 
Yo u must co ndense, yo u must eliminate, yo u must save time o n the 
little things in o rder that yo u may have mo re time fo r the larger things. 
He systematizes his co rrespo ndence, his o ffice wo rk, all the details o f his 
•business, no t fo r the sake o f system, but fo r the sake o f getting thro ugh with 
his wo rk.

He do es no t like to spend an ho ur in the barber-sho p, be­ 
cause he wishes to get o ut to his co untry-cl-ub In go o d time fo r a game o f 
go lf and a sho wer bath afterward. 
He likes to have a full life, in which 
o ne thing co nnects with ano ther -pro mptly and neatly, witho ut unnecessary 
intervals. 
His characteristic attitude is no t that o f a man in a hurry but 
that o f a man co ncentrated o n the thing in hand to save time.—American 
Magazine.

in Euro pe o r Canada. 
Our lag in this respect is pro bably 
due to the abo unding o ptimism o f o ur 
fo urth-reader 
literature, 
which 
as­ 
sures every bo y o f his o ppo rtunity 
to beco me the o wner o f a great co m­ 
mercial 
enterprise. 
Obvio usly 
lad with co mmercial ambitio ns 
will 
no t aspire to be the hireling o f a lo t 
o f farmers if he 
has 
faith 
in 
his 
chance to market the farmer's pro d­ 
ucts and o wn the business himself. 
No twithstanding the 
handicap o f 
American 
ideals 
and 
psycho lo gy, 
farm co -o peratio n is successfully at 
wo rk in this co untry 
o n a larger 
scale than mo st o f us realize. 
One o f the o ldest and best estab­ 
lished ex amples o f such co -o perative 
marketing is that o f the citrus fruit 
trade o f Califo rnia. 
There are sev­ 
eral asso ciatio ns engaged in handling 
the Califo rnia fruit cro p. 
The mo st 
impo rtant o f these is the Califo rnia 
Fruit Gro wers’ Ex change, which han­ 
dles o ver half the o range cro p—a 
vo lume o f 
business 
amo unting 
to 
nearly twenty millio n do llars a year. 
The Fruit Gro wers’ Ex change 
su­ 
pervises the packing, 
grading 
and 
branding in th.3 ho me 
co untry, the 
shipping 
thro ugho ut 
the 
United 
States, and, -with representatives at 
all leading markets, the sale to pri­ 
vate jo bbers at the po ints 
o f co n­ 
sumptio n. 
Thus the single o rganizatio n o wn­ 
ed by the pro ducers 
perfo rms the 
functio ns which, 
with 
no n-co -o pera- 
tive marketing, as in the case o f the 
po ultry pro ducts, 
represen ts 
three 
distinct 
middlemen—namely, 
the 
co untry gro cer, the pro duce shipper 
and the city co mmissio n man. 
The ex pense o f marketing o ranges 
co -o peratively, ex cluding 
tran spo rta­ 
tio n, is 7 cents a crate. 
The 
Ex ­ 
change claims a saving o f 8 0 cents a 
crate o ver the metho ds previo usly in 
vo gue. 
The so urce o f this large eco no my 
is no t o nly in the eliminatio n o f fo r­ 
mer pro fits, but o f fo rmer 
wastes. 
Oranges are readily perishable; mo re­ 
o ver, they are a pro duct with which 
the co nsumer’s appetite is so o n clo y­ 
ed. 
Under the individual system o f dis­ 
tributio n a repo rted raise in the quo ­ 
tatio ns o f a particular market meant 
a rush o f fruit, a glut, and o ranges 
fo rced upo n a 
satiated 
public 
at 
prices belo w the co st o f pro ductio n. 
On the o ther hand, a lo cal famine 
meant ex o rbitant prices to co nsumers 
and a sco o p fo r jo bbers and retail­ 
ers. witho ut a co rrespo nding increase 
In the return s to the pro ducer. 
The Ex change, by co de telegraphy, 
keeps in co nstant to uch with every 
market In the co untry and every car 
o f fruit en ro ute. 
If the 
Chicago 
market sho ws stagnatio n, a po rtio n o f 
the Chicago -bo und fruit is switched 
at Kansas City and sent to St. Lo uis 
o r ro uted o n thro ugh to Cleveland. 
In additio n to the 8 0 cents a crate 
saved directly, the Ex change claims 
a 30-eent reductio n in th,e pro fits o f 
city jo bber and retailer. 
These deal­ 
ers ar-e no w willing to wo rk with a 
smaller margin because o f 
an 
as­ 
sured regular supply o f so und fruit, 
which, under the co mbined educative 
influences o f the Ex change and the 
United States Department 
o f Agri­ 
culture, has replaced the bruised and 
decaying pro duct o f a generatio n ago . 
A single striking pro o f 
that co ­ 
o peratio n is 
an 
efficient 
business 
metho d is fo und in the fact that o f 
$51,000,000 wo rth o f fruit so ld in three 
years o nly $391 was lo st o n bad debts. 


unless fo r so me reaso n It was neces­ 
sary to make o ut the bo nd fo r two - 
thirds o f two tho usand ex actly, which 
wo uld 
acco unt 
fo r it.” 
Altho ugh 
these Indian trust fund

There has been so me talk 
o f a co mpro mise, ho wever, and the

The peo ple o f Co nco rdia parish are
